Polygamy. 


‘‘How the tendency of polygamy can be dan- 
gerous and hurtful to the authority of the gov- 
ernment, weare at a loss to understand. We 
can very ae see how polygamy is danger- 
ous 


but we did not know before that prostitution 
und cehbacy were the government, ” 

The above extract we take from a recent 
editorial in the Daily Tcegraph, devoted es- 
pecially to the defence of Polygamy. One of 
the charges alleged against the leaders of the 
Church is, that they are disloyal to the Gov- 
ernment. This is no new allegation, nor one 
of recent birth. The founder of Mormonism, 
himself, was once arrested charged with trea- 
son, and we believe had at least a preliminary 
examination before 2 Mormon Justice of the 
Peace in Nauvoo, Without, however, going 
further back in history, Brigham Young him- 
self in 1857 was in open and declared revolt 
igainst the Government, and made and levied 
war against its armies. A pardon by Presi- 
dent Buchanan alone saved him and ihany 
others from a trial for treason. So that with 
these facts, which are now matters of history, 
staring one in the face, it is not se very pre- 
posterous after ull, thatthe devotion of lead- 
ing Mormons to the Government should not 
be, like unto Cusar’s wife, ‘above suspicion.” 

But the charge as embodied in the testimo- 
ny before the Congressional Committee, is not 
merely that the Church leaders are opposed 
to the Government. ‘Their own teachings in 
the Tabernacle and their continued assaults 
upon it year after year, and Sabbath after Sab- 
bath, their own undenied and undisgnised 
nvowals, would be more than sufficient to set 
that matter at rest. But it is that the very 
necessity of their doctrine of polygamy com- 
_pels them to array themselves against the Govy- 
ernment. 


The Teleyraph is unable to see how the 
jneuleation of Polygamy can be dangerous or 
hurtful to the authority of the Government, 
nuless prostitution and celibacy are the syno- 
nyms of government. Passing by the poverty 
of logic .nd the still poorer attempt at irony, 
displayed in the preposition, we remark that 
the maintenance of Polygamy in the very 
teeth of the law against it, impels its devotees 
to do that which is hurtful and, to a certain 
extent, at least, dangerous to the Government. 
Not only does it help to bring the Govern- 
ment and its laws into contempt, but the 
Church leaders, in order to justify themselves 
in ‘‘counseling” violation of the law, are con- 


lowers as persecuting them for religion’s sake, 
as the enemy of God and the Saints, and as 
bent on their destruction. _What more natu- 
yal, than that, failing in their charitable 
- prayers that their ‘‘enemies” may have their 
dpened to the sublime beauties of Polyg- 
any, they should seek to instil into their fol- 
lowers the refigivus duty of opposing, resist- 
ing, and if need be, fighting so mmjust and so 
unholy a government, If there were no facts, 
no history, no examples of such teachings, to 
establish ‘this, common sense and common 
reason would logically and unmistakably prove 


my, under a civilized government, would be 
disloyalty and opposition to that government. 
In Ulinois, where was in force a similar law 
against bigamy, it was at once secretly taught 
and practiced, and publicly disavowed by the 
Saints In Utah, where there is a similar 
(Congresfional) law, Polygamy is openly 
taught, practiced and enforced as a Church 
tenet, and as a ‘test of fellowship,” 

We think that we can tnderstand how the 
“tendency of polyganry is dangerous and hurt- 
ful to the authority of the government.” More 
than that, we can also understand why the 
Mormon leaders are driven by it into open 
and undisguised opposition to that govern- 
ment. Having determined to maintain the doc- 
trine and practice it, itis not only not surprising 
but is « logical and necessary corollary that 
they should revile, and be ready to rebel 
against a government which should seek to 
enact laws aginstit. 

Their system goes buck for a model to the 

patriarchal days, adopts the worst features of 
the Mosaic dispensation, reverses the cjyiliza- 
tion and progress of twenty centuries and 
holds up the ¢eremonies and practices af 
barbarism as the commands of God himself. 

An eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth, 

was a part of the Mosaic law. It is likewise,
